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The purpose of this Program Update is to provide 
information to researchers who intend to apply to the 
National Health Research and Development Program 
(NHRDP) during 1992. The NHRDP supports population- 
based health research related to national health issues. An 
updated Projects Guide will be ready for distribution towards 
the end of 1992. 


RESEARCH PROJECTS 


The deadline for research project applications is June 1, 
1992. Applicants are to use the NHRDP-1 application form 
and refer to the NHRDP Projects Guide, 1987-88 except for 
changes noted here. 


The Program is highlighting the following general priority 
areas for the June 1, 1992 competition: Health Care; Health 
Promotion; Illness Prevention; Rehabilitation; Risk 
Management; Health of Aboriginal Peoples; and, 
Dissemination of Health Research Outcomes (see 
Annex A). A consultative process has been initiated to 
establish broad long-term and more specific research 
priorities for the NHRDP in the 1990s. The research 
community, government and non-government groups will be 
extensively involved in the process. There may be further 
refinement of the general research priorities at the completion 
of this consultative process and this will be reflected in the 
priority section of the new Projects Guide. 
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MISE A JOUR DU PNRDS 
FEVRIER - 1992

PROGRAMME NATIONAL

DEVELOPPEMENT 


Resubmissions must be accompanied by a covering letter 
which specifically addresses the modifications recommended 
and/or concerns expressed during the review of the previous 
application. 


At a recent meeting of the NHRDP Review Committees 
Chairpersons, it was agreed that the following details must be 
provided by applicants who are requesting consulting fees or 
who propose to contract out one or more components of the 
work: 


> Full description of the consulting services (or the work to 
be contracted out); 


> Length of time that the consultant (or contractor) will be 
involved in the project; 


> Detailed description of costs (e.g. per diem, number of 
days, travel, accommodation, etc.); 


>» In the case of a sizable contract or if considerable 
consulting time is involved, a full justification must be 
provided, including the reason why the required expertise 
is not made available through the inclusion of a co- 
investigator; 


> Inclusion of a letter of agreement with the consultant (or 
contractor) and a copy of his/her curriculum vitae. 


Scientific equipment essential for the conduct of the research 
and not available at the research centre will be considered as 
a fully eligible cost by the NHRDP if detailed justification is 
provided and accepted by the peer review committee. 
Requests for travel to scientific meetings to present research 
findings of NHRDP-supported work will be considered for 
amounts up to $1,500 for each twelve-month period. 


Applications for continued support of funded projects must 
also be submitted by June J. Principal Investigators are 
encouraged to contact their Project Officer to discuss 
submission requirements. For those projects where bridge 
funding may be required, the Principal Investigator should 
contact the Director, Research Administration Division, in 
writing. 


At the specific request of review committees members, 
please note that for the 1992 review, the NHRDP will 
strictly enforce the application instructions outlined in 
paragraphs 36 to 42 of the Projects Guide (see Annex B). 
In addition, a minimum of 12 pitch typeface or larger must 
be used for all applications. 


The review criteria used to evaluate the scientific merit of 
research projects submitted for consideration under the 
NHRDP are attached as Annex C.

FORMULATION PROPOSALS AND SMALL BUDGET 
PROJECTS 


Applications for formulation funding and research projects 
with a duration of one year or less and a budget not 
exceeding $20,000 will be accepted for review at any time, 
subject to the availability of funds. Pilot/feasibility projects 
must be submitted for the June 1 deadline even if less than 
$20,000 so they may be reviewed by a full committee. This 
will ensure peer review committee input at the pilot/ 
feasibility project stage. Full proposals resulting from pilot/ 
feasibility funding must be submitted to subsequent regular 
competition deadlines. 


CAREER AWARDS 


The application deadline for Career Awards is July 31. 
Applicants are to use the NHRDP-48 form and refer to the 
NHRDP Career Awards Guide 1991. 


Pine AWARDS 


The next application deadline for Training Awards is 
February 15. Applicants are to use the NHRDP-47 form 
and refer to the NHRDP Training Awards Guide 1990 and 
the January 1992 Training Awards Update. 


AIDS 


The NHRDP has implemented two annual cycles for the 
review of applications for the support of AIDS-related 
research activities, including research projects, career awards 
and training awards. The two annual closing dates for 
submission of applications are March 15 and September 15. 


The closing dates for receipt of applications under the joint 
MRC/NHRDP AIDS Postdoctoral Fellowships program are 
April 1 and November 15. 


Applications for AIDS-related conference support should 


also be sumitted six months in advance of the conference 
date.

General Priority Areas ANNEX A 


EALTH CARE 


e NHRDP will support health care related research in areas 
of mutual interest where the department, and provincial/ 
territorial ministries could enter into collaborative ventures. 


Current research interests fall under the following rubrics: 
health care management, e.g. health human resources; health 
care. delivery and organization; health care quality and 
standards. Specific projects could include: methods for 
improving the effectiveness, quality and cost of health care 
delivery practices; the validation of outcome measures to 
assess quality of health care; the demonstration and 
evaluation of innovative models to support total quality 
management in health care; assessment of current and 
emerging technologies; assessment of optimal supply and 
distribution of health human resources. 


HEALTH PROMOTION 
The NHRDP's interests include the following: 
a) Determinants of Health 


@ Population-based investigation, and data linkage and 
analysis, to explore and explain the physical, mental, 
social, and economic factors which account for and 
explain differentials in health. Factors of particular 
interest include: education, employment and income; 
living and working conditions; the role of family, friends 
and informal health care; and community and workplace- 
based programs and policies. 


Research and analysis proposals should be designed so as 
to provide insights into processes and intervening factors 
which account for the distribution of health in the 
population. 


b) Strategies for Health 


Population-based investigation and evaluation of health 
promotion strategies and mechanisms designed to better 
control the factors that influence health. Such strategies 
and mechanisms could include self-care, mutual aid, 
intersectoral coordination, community participation and 
healthy public policies. The estimation and comparison of 
the social and economic costs, benefits and outcomes of 
strategies and mechanisms for the promotion of health 
p) among defined populations is encouraged.

With respect to primary and secondary prevention, interests 
include studies in the following areas: epidemiological 
studies of the aetiology and health consequences of major 
diseases; demonstration and evaluation of integrated, 
multifactorial models of prevention including components 
such as: public and professional awareness, community 
mobilization and preventive services; approaches to enhance 
prevention in the practices of health professionals; cost 
effectiveness studies of preventive strategies such as general 
versus high isk population; models of _ effective 
implementation of preventive interventions. 


REHABILITATION 


The NHRDP's interests are in areas related to tertiary 
prevention and in the evaluation, or demonstration and 
evaluation, of public health programs, delivery models for the 
management of all forms of disability, including congenital 
and acquired, mental and physical, as well as mobility 
restriction, with the overall aim of improving quality of life. 


RISK MANAGEMENT 


Within the framework of an overall model for risk 
management, the Department has an interest in research 
related to the identification, public perception, and estimation 
of risks to human health and life, and the demonstration and 
evaluation of risk management options and implementation 
strategies, with particular emphasis on the food supply, 
pharmaceuticals and cosmetics, medical and radiation- 
emitting devices, and the environment. 


HEALTH OF ABORIGINAL PEOPLES 


Program interests here cover all preceding priorities with the 
added dimension of cultural, geographic and social relevance 
for aboriginal peoples. For example, the NHRDP's interest 
in the organization and delivery of health care extends to the 
evaluation of models for self-administered health services; 
health promotion extends to the development and evaluation 
of culturally relevant approaches; and risk assessment extends 
to the impacts of societies in transition.

Particular concern 
attached to research into injuries (intentional and non- 
intentional), diabetes, and certain cancers prevalent amongst 
aboriginal women. 


DISSEMINATION OF HEALTH RESEARCH 
OUTCOMES 


All research proposals funded by the NHRDP should include 
a plan for the dissemination of research results to the 
scientific community, policy makers, and other concerned 
parties. 


The program will fund research into effective processes of 
dissemination in order to gain a better understanding of the 
dynamics involved, and the links between dissemination and 
the impact of research results.

38 Although there is no arbitrary limit on the 
length or number of appendices which may 
accompany an application, unnecessarily long 
appendices present a burden to reviewers, who 
may not be able to review them in detail. 


39 The NHRDP reserves the right to limit the 
number and size of appendices which are 
referred to reviewers. 


40 All essential information (including details 
of the validity and reliability o: the research 
instruments to be employed) should be concisely 
presented in the body of the application itself as 
only the first 12 pages will be photocopied for 
review. Photoreduction is not acceptable, 
neither is dot matrix material as it does not 
photocopy well. Appendices should be confined 
to supplementary documentation, such as 
questionnaires, reference lists (if lengthy) and 
letters of support (if any). 


41 It is vital that applicants appreciate the 
importance of providing, within the body of an 
application itself and not within the appendices, 
all the information that is required, in a lucid, 
concise and complete manner, to permit fair and 
just assessment of their proposal. 


Synopsis and Summary 


42 Applicants are requested to use accurate 
and concise wording in the synopsis and the 
summary. The synopsis is the description of the 
project that will be submitted to the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare along with the 
recommendation for funding.

PROGRAM UPDATE 


This update advises the health research and policy communities of the NHRDP’s research 
themes and solicits proposals for the October 1998 competition. 


The NHRDP is maintaining the five-year plan described in The NHRDP Toward 2001 - 
Implementing Conceptual and Program Change (1996). In this plan, NHRDP’s focus is 
on research relevant to health policy decision makers at the federal, provincial, and 
regional levels. The NHRDP is allocating up to $6 million (over three years) for the 
October 1998 competition. All applications to this competition must address one of the 
four NHRDP themes: 


¢ Renewal and Restructuring of the Health System; 
¢ Determinants of Population Health; 

¢ Health Impact of Public Policies; and 

¢ Transfer and Uptake of Knowledge. 


Health Canada recognizes that the interactions between the health system and health 
determinants are complex. In order to better understand these interactions, Health Canada 
has adopted a population health approach (see Annex I). 


In addition to the project competition in October, the NHRDP provides other 
opportunities to apply for research funding (see Annex II). Applicants should apply to 
the most appropriate funding source only. For the October competition, the NHRDP will 
not accept applications that are eligible for other competitions. 


The NHRDP is pleased to announce the successful projects from the October 1996 
competition (Annex III). 
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RESEARCH THEMES 


The topics listed under each theme are examples and do not constitute an exhaustive list 
of suitable topics. Applicants should consult Annex IV for a list of areas and activities - 
ineligible for funding. 


Renewal and Restructuring of the Health System 


Efforts to restructure the health system often lead to devolution to local and regional 
health authorities. Health reform affects the organization and delivery of care and 
approaches to care. This theme may include research on the following: 


* resource allocation among health care, disease prevention, health protection and 
health promotion, in the formal and informal health systems; 

¢ factors that affect equity and access; 

e modernization of the health system and cost-control strategies; 

¢ implementation and impact of reform; and 

¢ evaluation of the process of affecting system changes (after intervention efficacy 
has already been proven). 


Determinants of Population Health 


The intent of this theme is to solicit research that explores, explains and enhances 
knowledge about the interaction and relative importance of determinants on the health of 
the Canadian population. 


Health Canada has recognized the following determinants of health: income and social 
status, social support networks, education, employment and working conditions, social 
environments, physical environments, personal health practices and coping skills, healthy 
child development, health services, gender and culture. To be eligible for consideration 
under this theme, projects must address the mechanisms by which the determinants affect 
population health. This theme may include research on the following: 


e how determinants influence health at critical transition points between life stages 
(childhood and adolescence, early- to mid-adulthood, and later life); 

¢ how the interaction of determinants is linked to optimal access to health services; 

e the cumulative impact of determinants on vulnerable subpopulations; 

e understanding the interplay between determinants and health; 

e qualitative and ethnographic methodologies that explain the ability and capacity 
of the population to improve and/or maintain health; and 

¢ fundamental frameworks that explain how the determinants affect peo of 
health enhancing behaviours. 


Health Impact of Public Policies 


Understanding the relationship between public policy and health status requires research 
on the use of evidence in decision-making and the impact of such use. This theme may 
include research on the following: 


analysis of the impact of population health status on public policy; 

analysis of the impact of public policy on population health status; 

how the public policy-making process could be made responsive to changes in 
population health status; 

the development of new measurement systems to monitor changes in population 
health status and progress made in adopting the population health approach in 
order to inform the intersectoral public policy process; and 

analysis of the barriers and opportunities that affect the use of research findings 
for decision-making and for policy formulation. 


Transfer and Uptake of Knowledge 


Strategies need to be tested at all levels of planning, priority-setting and policy 
development to improve the transfer and uptake of existing evidence from research. This 
theme may include research on the following: 


the barriers and opportunities that affect the use of research, including social, 
environmental and organizational circumstances that affect generalizability; 

the models from communication and information theory, social marketing, social 
and behavioural psychology, education, computer science and political science 
that explain the use of evidence for decision-making; and 

incentives or disincentives that affect the implementation of research findings. 


SELECTION AND REVIEW PROCESS 


Research funded by the NHRDP should contribute to the knowledge base and inform 
health planning and policy development. This necessitates the identification of potential 
proximate users of the research results and multisectoral involvement, including 
appropriate community and policy stakeholders. 


The review process has three stages: 


¢ NHRDP screening for completeness, eligibility, format and conformity to one of 
the themes; 


¢ Committee review of scientific merit and policy, priority and program relevance; 


a) The criteria used to evaluate applications for scientific merit include the 
following: significance, importance of the question, magnitude of the issue, 
design, generalizability, ethics, feasibility, timeliness, plan for communication 
and dissemination, and return on investment. 


b) The criteria used to evaluate policy, priority and program relevance include 
the following: impact on policy and priority-setting processes, links to policy 
partners and the public agenda, contribution to Health Canada priority-setting, 
importance to provincial/territorial/regional programs and priorities, 
transferability to other jurisdictions, level of multisectoral involvement and 
sponsorship, and cost effectiveness. 


¢ Final recommendation, which is subject to availability of funds and approval by 
the Minister of Health.

Excerpt from Sustaining Our Health 
Health Canada’s Sustainable Development Strategy, November 1997 


1.4 POPULATION HEALTH 

At the same time as the concept of sustainable development has been evolving, ideas 
about what makes human populations healthy have also been changing. Until recently, 
the availability of conventional health services, including hospitals and physicians, was 
seen as the most important factor influencing health. 


Over the last two decades, there has been a growing awareness of the role of other factors 
in making people healthy. Documents such as A New Perspective on the Health of 
Canadians (Lalonde, 1974), Achieving Health for All: A Framework for Health 
Promotion (Epp, 1986) and the Ottawa Charter for Health Promotion (World Health 
Organization, Health and Welfare Canada, Canadian Public Health Association, 1986) 
articulated the concepts of healthy communities, health promotion and healthy public 
policy. In doing so, they helped to foster a new understanding of the determinants of 
health and laid the groundwork for a population health approach. 


Population health concerns itself with the living and working environments that affect 
people’s health, the conditions that enable and support people in making healthy choices, 
and the services that promote and maintain health. (Source: Advisory Committee on 
Population Health, 1994, Strategies for Population Health: Investing in the Health of 
Canadians). The population health approach does not diminish the importance of the 
health care system, genetics or other individual factors that contribute to the health of 
Canadians, but includes additional factors and the interactions among them. 


‘Determinants of health’ is the collective label given to the multiple factors that are now 
thought to contribute to the health of populations. They include such things as people’s 
biological endowment and individual responses, the social and physical environment in 
which they live, the economic conditions (1.e., productivity and wealth) of their society, 
and the accessibility and quality of the health care system. 


The key determinants of population health, as outlined in Health Canada’s Discussion 


Paper entitled Towards a Common Understanding: Clarifying the Core Concepts of 
Population Health, December 1996, include: 


¢ Income and Social Status: Health status improves at each step up the income and 
social hierarchy. High income determines living conditions, such as safe housing 
and the ability to buy sufficient good food. The healthiest populations are those in 
societies that are prosperous and have an equitable distribution of wealth. 


Social Support Networks: Support from families, friends and communities is 
associated with better health. The importance of effective responses to stress and 
having the support of family and friends provides a caring and supportive 
relationship that seems to act as a buffer against health problems. 


Education: Health status improves with level of education. Education increases 
opportunities for income and job security and equips people with a sense of 
control over life circumstances - key factors that influence health. 


Employment and Working Conditions: Unemployment, underemployment and 
stressful work are associated with poorer health. People who have more control 
over their work circumstances and fewer stress related demands of the job are 
healthier and often live longer than those in more stressful or riskier work and 
activities. 


Social Environments: The array of values and norms of a society influence, in 
varying ways, the health and well-being of individuals and populations. In 
addition, social stability, recognition of diversity, safety, good working 
relationships and cohesive communities provide a supportive society that reduces 
or avoids many potential risks to good health. Studies have shown that low 
availability of emotional support and low social participation have a negative 
impact on health and well-being. 


Physical Environments: Physical factors in the natural environment (e.g., air and 
water quality) are key influences on health. Factors in the human-built 
environment, such as housing, workplace safety, community and road design, are 
also important influences. 


Personal Health Practices and Coping Skills: Social environments that enable 
and support healthy choices and lifestyles, as well as people’s knowledge, 
intentions, behaviours and coping skills for dealing with life in healthy ways, are 
key influences on health. Through research in areas such as heart disease and 
disadvantaged childhood, there is more evidence that powerful biochemical and 
physiological pathways link the individual socio-economic experience to vascular 
conditions and other adverse health events. 


Healthy Child Development: The effect of prenatal and early childhood 
experiences on subsequent health, well-being, coping skills and competence is 
very powerful. Children born in low-income families are more likely than those 
born in high-income families to have low birthweights, to eat less nutritious food 
and to have more difficulty in school. 


* Biology and Genetic Endowment: The basic biology and organic make-up of the 
human body are fundamental determinants of health. Genetic endowment 
provides an inherited predisposition to a wide range of individual responses that 
affect health status. Although socio-economic and environmental factors are 
important determinants of overall health, in some circumstances genetic 
endowment appears to predispose certain individuals to particular diseases or 
health problems. 


¢ Health Services: Health services, particularly those designed to maintain and 
promote health, to prevent disease and to restore health and function, contribute to 
population health. 


¢ Gender: Gender refers to the array of society-determined roles, personality traits, 
attitudes, behaviours, values, relative power and influence that society ascribes to 
the two sexes on a differential basis. ‘Gendered’ norms influence the health 
system’s practices and priorities. Many health issues are a function of gender- 

*. based social status or roles. Women, for example, are more vulnerable to gender- 
based sexual or physical violence, low income, lone parenthood, gender-based 
causes of exposure to health risks and threats (e.g., accidents, STDs, suicide, 
smoking, substance abuse, prescription drugs and physical inactivity). Measures 
to address gender inequality and gender bias within and beyond the health system 
will improve population health. 


¢ Culture: Some persons or groups may face additional health risks due to a socio- 
economic environment which is largely determined by dominant cultural values 
that contribute to the perpetuation of conditions such as marginalization, 
stigmatization, loss or devaluation of language and culture and lack of access to 
culturally appropriate health care and services. 


The key determinants of population health include both individual-level and population- 
level determinants. The population health approach suggests that population-level 
determinants can indirectly influence individual-level determinants. 


The concepts of population health and sustainable development are compatible and 
mutually supportive. Federal action on sustainable development would emphasize those 
determinants of health where evidence indicates that federal investment has the greatest 
potential for impact.

INELIGIBLE AREAS AND ACTIVITIES 
The following methodologies and areas of research are not eligible: 


¢ laboratory research; 

¢ clinical research, tools, instruments; 

e formative research including needs assessment; 

¢ stand-alone or descriptive surveys, unless part of a variety of methods used to 
answer a specific eligible research question; 

¢ epidemiologic research to identify risks or assess prevalence (including incidence, 
prevalence or predictive studies); 

¢ evaluation of intervention and/or program efficacy; and 

¢ evaluation of local interventions and programs with limited generalizability to 
broader policy issues. 


NHRDP will not support the following activities: 


¢ demonstration projects or payment of costs associated with program delivery; 

¢ database development and/or maintenance; 

¢ infrastructure development or costs; 

¢ professional development or curriculum development; 

e development or dissemination of clinical practice guidelines; and 

¢ conferences/symposia/workshops (except as part of a comprehensive plan for 
dissemination and communication of research findings within a larger research 
project proposal otherwise acceptable for review). 
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
